Trials of the others, Ken- 
neth Chester Griffin, Robert and 
Richard Bolling and Wallace H. 
Allen, are scheduled “o start after 
Bright’s trial is completed.

Hundreds 
Flee Fires 
At Malibu 


MALIBU BEACH, Calif. (AP)— 
A monstrous, wind - sped fire 
charred mountains, destroyed 
homes and sent hundreds fleeing 
Tuesday, then raced toward the 
sea with hundreds more houses in 
its path. 

The fire was believed to have 
been started by a firebug. 


It seemed like a repeat perform- 
ance of another holocaust just to 
the west two years ago that 
burned 42,000 acres and 99 homes. 
The area is a few miles inland 
from this swank movie colony. 


10,000 ACRES 


At least four homes and more 
than 10,000 acres of brush and 
sc oaks were destroyed 
Tuesday. Twelve hundred men 
were on the fire lines, about half 
of them soldiers, sailors and ma- 
rines. 

Eight county firemen were 
burned on a. mountain road and 
taken to a hospital, four by hel- 
icopter. 


Inspector W. H. Van Ansdall 
said the fire was heading toward 
the sea and “going to hell” — 
meaning out of control. 


CANYON WIND 


“T don’t see how anything can 
stop it but the ocean,”’ he said. 
“There are going to be a lot of 
homes burned tonight. There’s a 
25 to 30-mile down-canyon wind 
pushing it.” 

He said there are several hun- 
dred homes, between the ridge of 
the Santa Monica Mountains and 
ocean. The fire was advancing on 
a 4%-mile front. 


All residents have been evacuat- 
ed, he added.

Georgia Economy 


Is Tied To Schools 


In their plea that a way be found to 
strengthen, not close, the public schools, 
members of Emory University’s faculty 
cited the tragic consequences to the 
state’s economy in all fields should the 
schools be closed for any length of time. 

Supporting this contention in its en- 
tirety is a survey which Constitution 
Business Editor Jim Montgomery has just 
completed. His study covered a cross sec- 
tion of leading business and industrial 
firms as well as top educational institu- 
tions. His report is factual and the only 
possible conclusion one can draw from 
it is that the state’s future depends tpon 
maintaining some sort of public education 
for all. 

Without public schools, the state could 
not add to or even hold its present engi- 
neering, research, management and other 
professional workers. It already is be- 
coming increasingly difficult to recruit 
skilled persons in each of these fields, 
causing business firms to look askance 
at plans for expansion or to locate new 
plants in Georgia. 


The state’s ambitious program to en- 
large educational opportunities to meet 
the needs of an expanding economy is 
basic to progress. There cannot be one 
without the other. If we are to meet the 
competition from other regions, we must 
go forward or retreat and let them pros- 
per. To close the schools indeed would 
amount to “throwing in the towel” to our 
competitors elsewhere. 

If the price we must pay is to invite 
a general exodus of our best qualified men 
in education, engineering, research, man- 
agement and industry, its corollary would 
be impoverishment for all. 

Yesterday Ivan Allen Jr., immediate 
past president of the Georgia State Cham- 
ber of Commerce and president of the 
Georgia Tech Foundation, declared: 

“Tt’s an old axiom of business and 
capital investment that it doesn’t fear 
good business or bad business but the one 
thing that business and the investment of 
capital dislikes is uncertainty, chaos and 
confusion. The present situation is just 
that. We don’t know how long the schools 
can be kept open. No provisions have Feen 
made for testing a private school plan 
ahead of time. It’s time for some con- 
structive leadership and not a negative 
policy.” 

We may choose the route of closed 
schools but Georgians must think over 
its frightening consequences. The big 
challenge to leadership remains that of 
finding a way to keep the schools open. 
All state programs and the funds to fi- 
nance them depend upon it.

The State Department of Corrections 
is trying to unravel another of the mys- 
teries that pop up from time to time in 
connection with road equipment. 


This time the objects of frantic search 
are two expensive tractors. Originally es- 
signed to the State Prison: Branch in 
Telfair County, they somehow or other 
disappeared. In fact, records in the de- 
partment of corrections are quite mute 
as to what happened to the equipment 
after June, 1955, when the Telfair prison 
stopped doing road construction work. 

So now taxpayers can ponder a sequel 
to the missing road scraper. It was out- 
of-pocket from the Wayne Prison Branch 
for more than 1% years. Turned out it 
had been borrowed by a private contrac- 
tor who said he forgot to return it. 

These little dramas about big pieces 
of equipment vanishing give who-dun-it 
fans something to ponder. 

But the price comes high and all 
Georgians are having to pay it, like it 
or not, because of the incredible laxity 
or worse that permits the willy-nilly 
handling of costly state property.

Much more meaningful, 
ever, is that Alaska, 
state, has now joined in a head- 
long Western march to the Demo- 
cratic Party that will have conse- 
quences extending many years. 

Already, in the Nov. 4 voting, 
Democrats have swept ‘through 
the Far West like a desert sand- 
storm. The immediate result of 
all that has happened in Novem- 
ber will be to give the West a de- 


“gree of Senate influence it has 


hardly known in history. There 
will be a sharp corresponding 
fall in the influence in the Senate 
of both the East and the Midwest. 

And the ancient dominance of 
the Senate by the South, particu- 
larly in these times when party 
control lies with the Democrats, 
inevitably will be much weakened. 
Indeed, it would be vastly weak- 
ened but for this fact: the South- 
ern moderates who now master 
the Southern Senate wing in gen- 
eral have long been me to the 
Western Democrats. 

These Western Democrats are 
universally liberal in things like 
public power, spending for pub- 
lic works and agricultural subsi- 
dies. They have an empire to 
build and they represent for the 
most part a have-not section of 
the country, long subject to eco- 
nomic discrimination from the 
East. So, too, the Southerners. And

ful of old guardist exceptions, find , 
it easy to make common cause 
with the Westerners. Each section 
believes, from one point of view, 
in moving the country forward. Or 
each section, from the orthodox 
Republican view, is quite expert 
in widely distributing ‘money from 
the federal treasury. 

On a single issue, civil rights, 
the Western-Southern comradeship 
is far from close. 

Bue even here, the Westerners 
have neve. been willing to burn 
the last bridge with the moderate 
Southerners. 

What is likely for the future 
is an increasingly successful West- 
ern-moderate - Southern Coalition. 
Actually it is potentially capable 
of mastering the Senate—and it 
will probably do so. 

At the same time, the power of 
the West in presidential elections, 
thus in presidential nominating 
conventions, has not risen with its 
senatorial power. This, of course, 
is because in the Senate the 
smallest state has equal repre- 
sentation with the largest.

Then a couple of days later he 
would again forge a department 
check to his own account to cover 
his personal check. 


In the meantime Archer inter- 
cepted bank statements from the 
Trust Company and forged new 
orfes “‘which deleted or which did 
not show the charge to the ac- 
count of the forged checks.” 


In all, Thrasher -said, Archer 
forged some $153,700 worth of 
checks, repaying all but $50,200.

PITCHED THROUGH HATCH 


Not many skippers have to give 
the command “Abandon ship!” It 
is a fateful command, yet usually 
when it must be given there is no 
time for reflection. 


The captain’s biggest worry at 
this moment was whether or not.

out. Unescorted as they were, and | 
300 miles from the nearest land, | 


it was vital that someone know of 
their plight. Not a single dispatch 
had been sent from the ship since 
she left Guam, nor had any been 
addressed to her, and it was an- 
other 36 hours before she was due 
in ‘Leyte.

Like the precut house, the 
lumber parts in a prefab kit 
are already cut to eliminate 
wastage, and fitting troubles. 
But unlike the precut house, the 
lumber parts are preassembled 
in panels as large as can be 
transported easily. These pan- 
els are then assembled quickly 
by the builder at the site, often 
with special equipment designed 
to handle the large assemblies. 
Most individuals building their 
own homes wouldn't be able to 
get such equipment. 


Since you want to do a lot of 
the work yourselves and aren’t 
really pressed for time, the pre-

Sometimes you get up on the 
wrong side of the bed? So do 
children.

Naughty language satisfies a 
4-year-old just as the risque 
story satisfies certain adults, 
Dr. Ruth Highberger, associate 
professor of child development 
at the University of Tennessee, 
believes. Adults who have to 
cope with these mouthings of 
the young often think a child’s 
every other word is a filthy 
one, but Dr. Highberger says it 
isn't so—those are merely the 
words we notice.

Dr. Highberger doesn’t be- 
lieve in the tried and true 
brown soap treatment. On the 
contrary, she says, ignore the 
flow, restrict it as little as pos- 
sible, and the child will be 
more creative with ‘“‘acceptable 
words” later on.

Bertil Hallgren, a Danish re- 


searcher, found in a _ recent 
study of 402 children who 
lacked nocturnal bladder con- 
trol that heredity is a primary 
factor among “‘a hard core of 
young patients.” Others are 
definitely. influenced by emo- 
tional factors. (An American 
study of 1,500 young bed-wet- 
ters some years back found the 
preponderance to have a flaw 
in the urological structures.)
